Annual Representative Meeting.—Dr. Laina, the Representa- 
tive of the Division at Representative Meetings, then submitted 
a report of his attendances at these meetings at Oxford last 
year, and was accorded a hearty vote of thanks for his services 
and report. Dr. Aitken was appointed Representative of the 
Division at the forthcoming Representative Meetings of the 
Association at Leicester. 

Report of Branch Council.—The Honorary S£EcRETARY 
then read the report of the Branch Council, which showed 
that the Council had met three times during the 
year, and had elected five new members, and that the 
membership now stood at 75, with 1 ‘‘ associate” member. 
One ordinary meeting of the Branch had been held, at which 
various matters were considered, and the —— of this meet- 
ing has already appeared in the BritisH MepicaL JouRNAL. 
Professor Chiene, C.B., Edinburgh, at the conclusion of the 
above meeting, addressed the members on a subject entitled, 
“Movement is Life,” and he was a guest at a dinner subse- 
quently held, along with other gentlemen representing the 
county. The Central Council, the report went on to show, 
had declined to accede to the request of the Branch for 
separate representation on the Central Council, and Fife had 
again been grouped with Edinburgh for this purpose, and it 
was for this meeting to give expression to any further opinion 
on the subject. The funds of the Branch at the end of the 
financial year stood at £15 2s. 7d. on the credit side. The 
report of the Branch Council was then unanimously adopted. 
Dr. Nasmyth was again unanimously and heartily requested 
to stand as the candidate of the Branch for the Central Council, 
and each member of Branch Council, it was hoped, would do 
what he could to induce members to plump for the candidate 
as the only means of possible success at the poll.

Annual Representative Meeting.—Dr. Larraw said it was his 
duty to give an account of his stewardship as their deputy at 
the recent Representative Meeting held at Leicester. He 
should first thank them for the honour they had conferred 
on him in sending him there. The body was a kind of 
medical parliament brimful of earnestness and of talent, and 
destined in the near future to largely influence not merely the 
fortunes of the Association but those of the whole profession. 
As he was only a novice there he had mainly taken the part 
of a mere observer, but he had not omitted to take part in 
every division. He noted that the various proposals emanated 
from Divisions rather than from individuals, and this would 
oblige them to formulate their own views before the next 
annual meeting, so that they might be submitted to the vote 
of the central body. In England the Divisions contained 
many members, and it was to them and not to the Branches 
that most matters were referred for consideration and 
it was from them that the various proposals emanated. Their 
Divisions hardly ever met, and he wanted to know, Would 
Branch under the circumstance be synonymous with 
Division? The efficient Secretary, Dr. Quirke, should ascer- 
tain this, so that a Division meeting might, if necessary, be 
held immediately after each Branch meeting in future. Some 
decisions had been arrived at at the Representative Meeting 
with which he could not coincide.

CENTRAL MIDWIVES BOARD. 


RETIN f the Central Midwives Board was held on October 
hg ty Pi 6, Suffolk Street, Pall Mall, with Dr. F. H. 
in the chair. 


Tae MaTerNity Hospitat. 


Mr. Warp CousINs moved: 
That the resolution of the Board of March 23rd, 1905, refusing the 
request of the Belfast Maternity Hospital for the recognition of its 
certificate as an approved ualification under Section 2 of the 
Midwives Act, be rescinded. 
said that he much regretted that he had not had an oppor- 
tunity before of expressing his opinion on the Belfast 
Maternity Hospital. It was because he knew that every 
member of the Central Midwives Board was anxious to carry 
out the Midwives Act with justice to all that he brought 
forward his motion in regard to these Belfast Maternity 
Hospital women, who in his opinion had been unfortunately 
treated in a very harsh way. When the purposes of the 
Midwives Act were considered it was clear that that Board was 
responsible for the admission during the period of grace of the 
very best class of women as midwives. It was much to be 
tted that the Central Midwives Board had refused to 
recognize the certificate of the Belfast Maternity Hospital as 
an approved qualification under Section 2 of the Midwives 
Act, because these women who received the certificate of that 
institution, which was recognized by the Irish Poor Law 
authorities, were obliged to reside for a period of six months 
inthe Belfast Maternity Hospital, where they were carefully 
instructed by the matron and by the medical staff, and in 
the course of their practical study had to pass an examination 
conducted by the attending physician. The Central Midwives 
Board had placed on the Xo// of certified midwives nurses who 
had been trained in the Maternity Hospitals in Dublin, in the 
Cork Lying-in aoe and in the Limerick Lying-in Hos- 
pital, but the Board had refused to recognize those from the 
Beliast Maternity Hospital, which for more than ico years 
had been the training home for nurses in the North of Ire- 
land. It was an extraordinary thing that the women trained 
as midwives at the Belfast Maternity Hospital should be 
excluded from the foll upon which the Central Midwives 
Board had inscribed the names of so many thousands of 
women who had not passed any examination nor received any 
training. 

Sir W. J. Sincnair, in seconding the motion, maintained 
that the Belfast Maternity Hospital had made out a sound 
and legal claim. It was a perfectly clear case put forward by 
one of the best lying-in hospitals. 

After some discussion, a letter from the Privy Council 
addressed to the Central Midwives Board was read. The 
Privy Council referred to the complaint of the non-approval 
by the Central Midwives Board of the certificate of the Belfast 

ternity Hospital in the case of nurses trained at that insti-

tution previous to March 318t, 1905, and enclosed a letter from 


Professor J. W. Byers, physician to the hospital, on the 
subject. The Privy Council asked the Board to consider 
whether they could not see their way to facilitate the certifi- 
cation of those nurses of the Belfast Maternity Hospital who 
had claimed to be certified previous to the receipt by the 
Board of the properly-framed application by the hospital for 
the recognition of their certificate under Section 2 of the 
Midwives Act. The letter enclosed from the Privy Council 
by Professor Byers was also read to the Board ; it stated that, 
“after consultation with Mr. Herbert Ewart (Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Belfast Maternity Hospital) and the 
members of the medical staff in Belfast,” he was “instructed 
to say” that they “ were willing to accept an arrangement by 
which those nurses trained in the Belfast Maternity Hospital 
who had applied to the Central Midwives Board before 
April ist, 1905, should be placed upon the Roll of certified 


midwives, 


Mr, E, Parker Younc then moved an amendment in favour | 


of the arrangement which was acceptable by the Belfast 
Maternity Hospital, and this being duly seconded was put to 
the vote and carried, 


Date oF NEXT EXAMINATION FOR MIDWIVES. 

The CHAIRMAN announced that the Board had held a con- 
ference with representatives of certain lying-in hospitals and 
training institutions to consider the question of the number 
of examinations to be held by the Board annually, and it 
appeared that, on the whole, six examinations in the year 
would best suit the general convenience. The report of the 
Conference would come up for discussion at the November 
meeting of the Board. He thought it would be sufficient at 
the present time to decide the date of the next examination. 
After a short discussion, February 6th, 19c6, was fixed. 


THE APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTORS OF MIDWIVES. 

A letter was received from the Medical Secretary of the 
British Medical Association forwarding a copy of a resolution 
passed by the Council of the Association with reference to 
the appointment of inspectors of midwives. The Secretary of 
the Central Midwives Board was instructed to reply that the 
Board had no power to appoint inspectors of midwives. 


Vital Statistics. 


VITAL STATISTICS OF eee: DURING THE THIRD QUARTER 


1905. 
In the accompanying table will be found summarized the vital statistics 
of the metropolitan boroughs and of the City of London based upon the 
Registrar-General’s returns for the third, or summer, quarter of the year. 
The mortality figures in the table relate to the deaths of persons actually 
belonging to the various boroughs, and are the result of a complete 
system of distribution of the deaths in public institutions among the 
several boroughs in which the deceased persons had pte gemnen resided. 

The 31,279 births registered in London during the three months under 
novice were equal to an annual rate of 29.2 per 1,coo of the — 
estimated at 4,684,794 persons in the middle of the year; in the corre- 
sponding quarters oi the three preceding years the rates were ry. 28.4, 
and 27.6 per 1,ooo. The birth-rates last quarter ranged from 11.6 in the 
City of London, 16 4in the City of Westminster, 169 in Hampstead, 19.3 
in Kensington, 21 5 in Paddington, and 21.6 in Chelsea to 30.1 in Fulham, 
33-3 1n Bermondsey, 33.4 in Finsbury, 33.5 in Shoreditch, 34.2 in Stepney, 
and 34.3 in Betlinal Green. 

The 16,425 deaths of persons belonging to London registered during 
last quarter were equal to an annual rate of 14.1 per 1,000, against 14.7, 
13.5, and ts5.8 per 1,coo in the third quarters of the three preceding 
years ; in the corresponding periods of the teu preceding years the rate 
averaged 17.3 per1,ooo. The death rates last quarter ranged from 9.oin 
Hain pstead, 9 7 in Lewisham, 10.8 in Paddington, 11 5 in Camberwell, 11.6 
in Kensington, and 11.7 in Stoke Newington to 17.2 in Stepney, 17.6 in 
Bethnal Green, 17.7 in Poplar. 18.7 in Bermondsey, 18.8 in Finsbury, and 
20.9 in Shoreditch. 

_ During last quarter 3,486 deaths were referred to the princi 
infectious diseases ; of these, 255 resulted from measles, 126 from scarlet 
fever, ro9 from diphtheria, 254 from whooping-cough, 75 from enteric 
fever, 2 from ill-defined pyrexia, and 2,665 from diarrhoea, but not any 
from smali-pox or typhus. These 3,486 deaths were equal to an annual 
rate of 2.98 per 1,c0o, against an average rate of 3 87 per 1,0co in the cor- 
responding quarters of the ten preceding years. The lowest death-rates 
last quarter from these infectious diseases were o 56in Hampstead, o.72 
in the City of London, 1.28 in Lewisham, 1.50 in the City of Westminster, 
1.69 in St. Marylebone, and 1.77 in Chelsea and Holborn ; the highest rates 
were 3.97 in Bethnal Green, 3.99 in Hackney, 4.22 in Bermondsey, 4 37 in 
Fiasbury, 4.75 in Fulham, 4 93 in Stepney and in Poplar, and 5.51 in Shore- 
ditch. Measies showed the highest proportiona) fatality in Kensington, 
the City of Westminster, Finsbury, Southwark, and Wandsworth; scarlet 
fever in Hammersmith, Shoreditch, Stepney, Poplar, and Southwark ; 
diphtheria in Chelsea, Holborn, the City of London. Bethnal Green, 
Poplar, and Lambeth; whooping-cough in Holborn, Finsbury, Shore- 
ditch, Stepney, Poplar, and Battersea; “fever” in Hammersmith, 
Hackney, Finsbury, Bethnal Greea, and Poplar; and diarrhoea in 
Fulham, Hackney, Finsbury, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Stepney, Poplar, 
and Bermoudsey. 

During the three months under notice 1,428 deaths from phthisis were 
registered, equal to an annual rate of 1.22 per 1,000; the rates in the 
corresponding quarters of the three preceeding years were 1.38, 1.42, and 
1.36 per 1,000 respectively. Among the various boroughs the lowest 
death-rates from phthisis last quarter were recorded in Paddington, 
Kensington, Stoke Newington, Hackney, the City of London, and Lewis- 
ham; and the highest rates in Chelsea, Holborn, Finsbury, Shore- 
ditch, Bethnal Green, Stepney, and Southwark.

HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

In seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 8,coz2births 
and 4,093 deaths were registered during the week ending Saturday last, 
Octo 14th. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had 
been 13.8, 14.0, 20d 13.5 per 1,cooin the three preceding weeks, rose again 
to 137 aed 1,000 last week. The rates in the several towns ranged irom 5.0 
in Wallasey, 5.9 in Handsworth (Staffs ), 6.2 in Hornsey, 68 in Wolver- 
hampton, 6.9 in Grimsby, 7.2 in Walthamstow. 7 6in Tottenham, and 8.oin 
East Ham, to 19.0 in Gateshead, 19.7 in Norwich, 19 8 in Huddersfield, 19.9 
in Burton-on-Trent, 21.6 in Bootle, 219 in Great Yarmouth, 22 3 in Wigan, 
23.r in Bury, and 24.9 in Middlesbrough. In London the rate of mortatity 
was 14.0 per 1,coo, While it averaged 135 per r,cco in the seventy-five 
other large towns. The death-rate trom the principal infectious 


diseases averaged 13 per t1,oco0 in the seventy-six towns; in 
London i death-rate was equal to 1.2 fer 1,coo, while 
among the seventy-five other large towns the rates ranged 


upwards to 2.3 in Southampton and in Northampton, 24 in 
Wigan, 2.7 in Norwich and in Preston, 3.1 in Blackburn, and 46 in 
Warrington. Measles caused a death-rate of 11 in Willesden; scarlet 
fever of 2.0in Blackburn ; diphtheria of 1.1 in Middlesbrough and 1.4 in 
Southampton ; whooping-cough of 1.5 in Warrington; and diarrhoea of 
1.3 in Norwich and in Sheffield, 1.4 in Hul],1.7in Walsall, 1.8 in Wigan and 
in Preston, and 23in Warrington. The mortality from “fever” showed 
no marked excess in any of the large towns. No fatal case of small-pox 
was registered last week either in London or in any of the large pro- 
vinocial towns, and no small-pox patients were under treatment during the 
week in the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals. The number of scarlet fever 
cases in these hospitals and in the London Fever Hospital, which had 


further risen to 3,954 at the end of last week : 511: new cases were admitted 
during the week, against 546, sco, and 527 in the three preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ending Saturday, Octoter 7th, 959 births and 459 
deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The 
annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 15.0, 13 5, and 
14.5 per 1,000, further rose to 14 6 per 1,coo in the week, and was 1.4 Ler 1,coo 
above the mean rate during the same period in the seventy-six large 
English towns. a these Scotch towns the death-rates ranged from 
g.t in Paisley and 10.2 in Leith to 17.5 in Dundee and 18.1 in Aberdeen. 
The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases averaged 17 per 
1,000 in these towns, the highest rates being recorded in Glasgow, Dundee, 
and Leith. The 234 deaths registered in Glasgow included 7 which were 
referred to measles, 2 to scarlet fever, 2 to whooping-cough, and 18 to 
diarrhoea Two fatal cases of diphtheria and 7 of diarrhoea were recorded 
in Edinburgh: 5 of diarrhoea in Dundee and in Aberdeen; and 2 of 
“fever” in Paisley. 

During the week ending Saturday last, October 14th, 899 births and 547 
deaths were registered in eight ofthe principal Scotch towns. The annuai 
rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 13 5, 14.5, aDd 14.9 per 
1,c00 in the three preceding weeks, further rose to 16 3 per 1,coo last week, 


and was 2 6 per 1,cco above the mean rate during the same 
seventy-six large English towns. Among those 
rates ranged from 10.7in Perth, and 14 1 1n Leith, to 17.1 in Edinburgh and 
in Paisley, and 18.6 in Greenock. The death-rate from the princi 
infectious diseases averaged 1.6 per 1,000, the highest rates being reco: 

in Glasgow, Dundee, and Paisley. The 259 deaths registered in Glasgow 
included 8 which were referred to measles, 2 to diphiheria, 4to whooping- 
cough and 13 to diarrhoea.

HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ending Saturday, October 7th, 475 births and 324 deaths 
were registered in six of the principal [rish towns, as against 630 births 
and 343 deaths in the preceding period. The annual death-rate in these 
towns, which had been 19.3, 19.4, ald 19.6 per 1,coo in the three preceding 
weeks, fell to 18 8 per 1,coo in the week under notice, this figure being ;3 
per 1,0co higher than the mean annual rate in the seventy-six English 
towns for the corresponding period. The figures ranged irom 1049 in 
Limerick and 16.9 in Belfast to 19 8 in Dublin and 29.2 in Waterford. The 
zymotic death-rate during the same period and in the same six Irish 
towns averaged 1.4 per 1,cco, Or 14 per 1,oco lower than during the pre- 
ceding period, the highest figure—2 7—being recorded in Limerick. No 
deaths from small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, typhus, or whooping-cough 
were recorded in any of the twenty-two urban districts of Ireland.
